UK, US AND FRENCH DELS WEIGHING IN WITH OTHER SC MEMBERS TO

ACCORDING TO KOREANS, SWEDISH REP ON NNSC REPORTEDLY SAID 
HIS RECENT VISIT TO PYONGYANG LED HIM TO BELIEVE NORTH 
KOREANS PREPARING TO SEEK INSCRIPTION OF GA ITEM (OR 
POSSIBLY TWO SEPARATE ITEMS) COVERING DISSOLUTION OF UNC AND 
WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS. KOREANS ALSO NOTED DPRK OBSERVER 
KWON MET TWICE RECENTLY WITH SOVIETS IN NY. AT JULY 5

PEACEKEEPING WORKING GROUP- 

IN TWO MEETINGS JULY 5, WORKING GROUP MADE LITTLE PROGRESS. 

VARIOUS FORMULATIONS WERE PUT FORWARD, SOME SERIOUS, SOME 
(INCLUDING MOST SOVIET PROPOSALS) NOT. CHAIRMAN INDICATED 
HE HOPED WG WOULD SUBMIT DRAFT REPORT BY END OF JULY AND HE 
WAS PROGRAMMING FOUR MEETINGS PER WEEK UNTIL END OF MONTH. 
(CONFIDENTIAL-OURTEL 2359) 
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MOON TREATY CONSULTATIONS- 

AT SOVIET REQUEST, OUTER SPACE COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN JANKOWITSCH 
(AUSTRIA) CONDUCTED INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS ON REMAINING 
UNRESOLVED ISSUES OF MOON TREATY. MAIORSKY (USSR), WHO NOTED 
HE WAS NOW REFERRING TO PROSPECTIVE TREATY AS TREATY ON 
MOON AND OTHER CELESTIAL BODIES, AGAIN PROPOSED THAT BEST SOLUTION 
TO DEADLOCK IN NEGOTIATIONS COULD LIE IN DROPPING ISSUE OF 
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NATURAL RESOURCES AND ADDRESSING QUESTION AS SEPARATE LEGAL 
SUBCOMITE AGENDA ITEM. IRANIANS STATED INCLUSION OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES PROVISION ESSENTIAL, SINCE ASSURANCE OF LATER CON 
SIDERATION COULD NOT BE RELIED ON, AS EVINCED BY CONTINUING 
FAILURE OF SUPERPOWERS TO FULFILL PLEDGE TO AGREE ON 
COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN. SOVIETS CRITICIZED APPROPRIATENESS 
OF COMPARISON (AS DID USDEL LATER BILATERALLY WITH IRANIANS). 

USDEL NOTED NO IMMEDIATE NEED TO REGULATE EXPLOITATION OF

DRAFT TREATY. THERE WAS FURTHER DISCUSSION, BUT NO DECISION REACHED

OUTER SPACE COMITE-- 

JULY 5 COMITE APPROVED TEXT OF DRAFT CONVENTION ON REGISTRATION 
OF OBJECTS LAUNCHED INTO OUTER SPACE. CONTAINED IN LEGAL 
SUBCOMITE'S REPORT, AFTER AGREEING TO TRANSMIT IT TO GA WITHOUT 
PREAMB PARA REFERRING TO PROPOSED TREATY RELATING TO MOON. 

SOVIET REP ASKED THAT REPORT NOTE SOVDEL AGREED TO DELETION 
OF THAT PARA SOLELY ON UNDERSTANDING WORK ON MOON TREATY 
WOULD BE COMPLETED SOON AS POSSIBLE. 
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GDR AND FRG WANTED PRIORITY IN LEGAL SUBCOMITE FOR MOON TREATY. 
ROMANIAN REP SAID THERE COULD BE GENERAL FORMULATION MAKING 
IT POSSIBLE TO DRAFT AT APPROPRIATE TIME INTERNATIONAL REGIME 
TO GOVERN EXPLOITATION OF MOON'S RESOURCES. ROMANIA AND GDR 
WANTED LEGAL SUBCOMITE TO GIVE PRIORITY TO DBS AND REMOTE 
SENSING. JAPAN CALLED FOR PRIORITY FOR DBS, AND FRG FOR REMOTE 
SENSING. FRG REP STATED: LEGAL PRINCIPLES TO GOVERN DBS SHOULD 
BE FLEXIBLE; AND OF EQUAL IMPORTANCE WITH PRINCIPLE OF NATIONAL 
SOVEREIGNTY, WERE PRINCIPLES OF FREE ACCESS TO INFO AND FREE 
CULTURAL INTERCHANGES. AUSTRIAN REP SUGGESTED UN CONCERN ITSELF 
WITH INTERNATIONAL ARRANGEMENTS AND PERHAPS MACHINERY TO 
MINIMIZE POSSIBILITIES OF MISUSE OF REMOTE SENSING TO 
DETRIMENT OF STATES. 

ROMANIA, USSR AND GDR FAVORED HOLDING ALL LEGAL SUBCOMITE 
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MEETINGS IN GENEVA. JAPAN PREFERRED NY BUT HAD NO OBJECTION TO 
PRESENT SYSTEM OF ROTATION, AND JAPAN AND INDIA BOTH BELIEVED 
CRITERION SHOULD BE COST. SOVIET REP SUGGESTED COMITE ATTACH 
TO ITS REPORT TO GA DRAFT RESES ON MATTERS WITHIN ITS PURVIEW,

REPS SIERRA LEONE AND CONGO WERE FINAL SPEAKERS AS SUBCOMITE

COLONIAL POWERS WHICH MIGHT BE IMPEDING IMPLEMENTATION OF 
DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION. MRS. JOKA-BANGURA (SIERRA LEON) 

HOPED INDIAN OCEAN WOULD BE REAL ZONE OF PEACE AND CONDEMNED 
CERTAIN NATO MEMBERS FOR SUPPLYING PORTUGAL WITH WEAPONS 
AND FOR TRAINING PORTUGUESE OFFICERS. SHE DECLARED MAIN PURPOSES
